Thomas  Cole  was  born  at  Bolton  le  Moors,  Lancashire,  Eng- 
^land,  in  1801.  His  father  emigrated  when  his  son  was  only  18 
years  old  and  established  a  paper  hanging  manufactory  at  Steu- 
benville,  Ohio ;  and  it  was  there  that  the  younger  Cole  learnt  the 
rudiments  of  his  art.  He  left  home,  went  to  Philadelphia,  and 
then  to  Xew  York.  Subsequently  he  visited  Italy  and  England, 
finally  settling  down  in  America.  In  1830  he  exhibited  at  the 
Royal  Academy  a  "View  in  Xew  Hampshire,  U.  S."  and  the 
"Tomb  of  General  Brock,  Lake  Ontario";  and  in  183 1  a  "View 
in  the  United  States".  He  died  in  1848  at  his  residence  near 
Catskill.  The  Xew  York  Historical  Society  possesses  his 
masterpiece,  "The  Course  of  Empire"  (five  landscape  scenes). 
Cole  was  the  first  good  landscape  painter  in  America. 
The  picture  belonged  to  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston,  who  founded  a 
Museum  there.    His  daughter  married  a  Belgian  named  Van 
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der  Weyer,  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  movement  which  freed 
Belgium  from  Holland,  and  afterwards  Belgian  Ambassador 
to  England.  His  descendants  owned  a  house  in  Arlington 
Street,  London,  where  there  was  a  sale  in  recent  years  and  where 
the  picture  was  bought.  This  information  was  obtained  from 
Lady  Mont-Bretton,  descended  from  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston.
